Public  Cleansing 

The  improvement  in  the  Public  Cleansing  Service 
has  been  maintained  and  the  availability  of  more  labour  has 
made  possible  regular  collections  throughout  the  year  of 
both  household  refuse  and  nightsoil.  The  policy  of  the  Council 
in  replacing  their  vehicles  for  nightsoil  collection  by  modem 
vehicles  has  also  resulted  in  a  considerable  improvement  in 
the  service. 


Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  here.  The 
disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms,  when  it  is  ploughed 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty 
in  disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  for  the 
next  year  or  two.  The  cost  of  nightsoil  collections  however, 
is  continually  rising  and  the  Council  should,  as  soon  as  possible, 
give  serious  consideration  to  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to 
water  closets  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  this  service. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary 
methods  and  has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  60  pail 
closets  to  water  closets  during  the  year.  This  has  no 
material  influence  in  reducing  the  cost  of  the  service, 
but  if  it  were  possible  to  arrange  for  the  conversion  of 
villages  en-bloc  a  considerable  saving  would  no  doubt  result. 

The  collection  of  salvage  was  resumed  during  the 
year  and  the  following  weights  of  salvage  we  re  collected 

50  tons  Baled  Paper 
35  tons  Baled  Tins. 

The  revenue  produced  from  this  source  during 
the  year  was  £981 .  0.  Od. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  cesspools 
on  request  from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge.  There  is, 
however,  no  collection  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens 
v/ithin  the  area*
